oal  Tar  Order. — The  Minister  of  Fuel 
Power  has  made  the  Control  of  Coal 
Order,  1943  (S.  R.&  O.,  1943,  No.  -1356), 
ch  is  in  force,  except  for  certain  parts 
eh  became  operative  on  the  making  of 
Order  on  September  17,  from  October  1, 
new  Order  is  substantially  the  same  as 
No.  2  Order  issued  in  1942.

/I943).  copies  of  which  are  available 
local  offices  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour, 
ployers  are  urged  to  review  the  training 


arrangements  in  their  own  factories  and  if 
necessary  to  take  steps  to  improve  them. 
The  facilities  outlined  in  the  leaflet  include 
supply  of  a  manual  on  staff  tfaining,  oppor- 
tunities for  selected  managerial  representa- 
tives to  visit  Government  training  centres, 
and  for  technical  officers  of  the  Ministry  to 
visit  factories,  advising  on  individual  needs. 

Statutory  Committee. — A  meeting  of  the 
Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  will  take  place  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  at  11  a.m.  on  October  13,  to 
consider  information  and  evidence  from 
which  it  appears  that  (1)  a  person  whose 
name  has  been  removed  from  the  register 
under  subsection  (4)  of  Section  I  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  who 
has  now  applied  for  restoration,  was,  after 
the  removal  of  his  name,  convicted  of 
procuring  abortion ;  and  (2)  a  member  of 
the  Society  was  under  the  influence  of 
drink  or  drugs  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be 
incapable  of  properly  carrying  on  his  busi- 
ness. The  inquiries  will  open  in  public  and 
will  remain  open  to  the  public  unless  the 
Committee  directs  otherwise. 
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Cost  of  Retail  Distribution. — Captain 
Waterhouse  replied  to  a  question  by  Mr. 
Parker,  on  September  22,  that  the  Retail 
Trade  Committee  had  reported  on  certain 
-aspects  of  retail  trade,  and  that  retail 
distribution  costs  were  the  subject  of 
constant  reviews  by  the  Central  Price 
Regulation  Committee.  A  Departmental 
Committee  or  Royal  Commission  to  inquire 
into  the  costs  and  methods  of  retail  distri- 
bution generally,  with  special  reference  to 
the  small  trader,  would  not  be  justified. 

Olive  Oil  Imports. — Sir  W.  Davidson,  on 
September  22,  asked  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  whether, 
in  allocating  shipping  space  in  Vessels 
sailing  from  Portugal,  he  , would  consider 
providing  space  for  the  supply  of  olive  oil, 
which  was  practically  unobtainable  in  this 
country.  Mr.  Mabane  replied  that  the 
suggestion  was  impracticable,  as  Portugal 
was  herself  short  of  oils  and  fats  and  had 
no  exportable  surplus,  while  the  Spanish 
Government  had  prohibited  the  export  of 
olive  oil  from  Spain. 

Penicillin  Economy. — Sir  E.  Graham- 
Little  asked  the  Prime  Minister  on  Sep- 
tember 23  whether  attention  had  been 
directed  to  the  Bunyan-Stannard  envelope 
method  of  treatment  of  war  wounds,  details 
of  which  had  been  submitted  to  him,  and 
the  extended  use  of  which  would  largely 
avert  the  need  to  administer  penicillin,  now 
in  short  supply.  The  Prime  Minister  replied 
that  the  method  was,  of  course,  only  one 
of  several  lines  of  treatment  recommended. 
Constant  contact  was  maintained  with 
up-to-date  medical  practice,  and  instruc- 
tions on  the  immediate  treatment  of  wounds 
were  amended  as  necessary. 

Slum  Conditions  in  Factories.— Mr. 
Craven-Ellis  asked  the  Minister  of  Health 
on  September  2 1  whether  the  Ministry 
possessed  up-to-date  records  of  the  extent 
of  slum  conditions  in  commercial  buildings, 
warehouses,  works,  and  factories,  and 
whether  such  properties  would  be  dealt 
with  in  a  similar  way  to  slum  dwellings. 
Miss  Horsbrugh,  for  the  Minister,  replied 
that  the  conditions  in  such  buildings  were 
not  the  responsibility  of  the  Minister  of 
Health.

Without  question  the  stamina  of  our  race 
is  able  to  withstand  these .  tests  to  a  high 
degree :  the  other  day  I  read  an  illustration 
of  this  truth  in  the  title  of  a  new  war 
picture,  "Camden  Town  Kids  Don't  Cry 
— Cockney  Stoic."  But  though  this  is  so, 
the  stress  of  the  factors  instanced  goes  deep. 
After  the  war  the  medical  profession  may 
have  to  deal  with  many  cases  of  obscure 
origin,  not  only  cases  of  asthenia  but  also 
others  with  a  syndrome  puzzling  even  to 
experienced  practitioners.

Hair  Oils 

Your  advice  against  the  use  of  rape  oil 
for  the  hair  (p.  348)  prompts  the  hope  that 
it  has  never  been  adopted  by  chemists  as 
a  capillary  dressing.  In  days  when  hair  oil 
and  peppermint  lozenges  supplied  the  pre- 
vailing odour  at  village  church  services,  the 
oil  was  normally,  in  my  experience,  made 
with  a  basis  of  olive  oil.  Some  pharmacies 
had  two  grades  of  this  commodity,  with 
different  blends  of  perfume ;  each  had  its 
allotted  measure,  never  used  for  anything 
else.  The  section  on  this  subject  in  Beasley's 
"Druggist's  General  Receipt  Book,"  fifth 
edition  (1861),  extends  to  more  than  two 
pages.  The  basis  of  these  oils  was  then 
almond  oil,  olive  oil,  or  oil  of  ben.  The  last- 
named  was  obtained  from  the  seeds  of 
Moringa  pterygospermu ;  it  had  been  known 
in  this  country  since  the  sixteenth  century, 
but  I  am  not  aware  that  it  survived  for 
this  purpose  to  the  late  Victorian  period. 
Beasley  gave  the  old  methods  of  extracting 
perfume  by  infusing  flowers  in  oil  or  by 
laying  them  between  folds  of  cloth  moistened 
by  oil.  Some  of  his  recipes  included  expen- 
sive ingredients  such  as  musk  and  ambergris. 
For  "common"  purposes  a  drachm  of  any 
essential  oil  sufficed  to  mix  with  §xvj.  of 
basis:  other  recipes,  he  added,  "direct  as 
much  as  i|  oz.  or  2  oz."  Considerable 
variety  in  the  types  and  proportions  of  the 
perfumes  was  provided  for.  Chemists  with 
a  distinguished  clientele  could  avail  them- 
selves of  mixtures  with  such  high-.counding 
names  as  Huile  Philocome  d'Aubril — pres- 
umably not  sold  by  the  ounce.  Xrayser 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Heavy  Fines  for  Machinery  Offences. — 

Penalties  amounting  to  ^837  in  fines  and 
costs  were  inflicted  at  Clerkenwell  Police 
Court,  on  October  1,  against  defendants 
charged  by  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Ministry 
of  Supply  with  selling  or  buying  machinery 
without  licences,  or  with  contravention  of 
the  Iron  and  Steel  Order  (see  C.  6-  D., 
October  2,  p.  328).  Robin  Gordon  Mack 
and  George  Rogers,  directors  of  the  Alite 
Patent  Machine  Co.,  Ltd.,  were  each  fined 
a  total  of  ^225  and  £94.  10s.  costs  for  supply- 
ing Alite  filling  and  Alite  sifting  and  mixing 
machines  without  Board  of  Trade  licences. 
Amy  Rose  was  fined  ^30  and  £15  15s.  costs 
for  acquiring  machines  from  the  company 
without  licences;  Isaac  Levin,  ^10  and 
£5  5s.  costs;  and  F.  J.  Patel,  trading  as 
Camp  Suppliers,  ^20  and  £10  10s.  costs  on 
similar  charges.  On  summonses  of  obtain- 
ing iron  and  steel  without  authorisation 
the  Alite  Patent  Machine  Co.,  Ltd.,  was 
fined  ^75  and  ^31  10s.  costs.  The  magistrate 
said  that  he  had  gone  into  the  question  of 
minimum  penalties  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Regulations,  but  had  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  profit  made  on 
the  machines  had  not  been  proved  to  him 
and  that  he  could  not  assess  penalties  on 
that  basis. 

An  Unusual  Sentence. — At  Wolverhamp- 
ton Police  Court,  recently,  Arthur  Ernest 
Marlow,  M.P.S.,  172  Owen  Road,  Wolver- 
hampton, was  summoned  for  selling  a  box 
of  white  precipitate  ointment  not  of  the 
nature,  substance  and  quality  demanded. 
The  prosecuting  solicitor  said  a  woman 
agent  went  to  one  of  Mr.  Marlow's  shops 
and  asked  for  2s.  worth  of  precipitate 
ointment.  She  was  served  with  a  dilute 
ointment  which,  on  analysis,  was  found  to 
contain  0-73  per  cent,  of  ammoniated  mer- 
cury, instead  of  the  5  per  cent,  demanded. 
The  defence  argued  that  other  chemists 
besides  Mr.  Marlow  advised  a  dilute  oint- 
ment when  people  asked  for  it.  The 
ointment  was  poisonous  and,  when  applied 
to  children's  heads,  involved  a  risk  that 
they  might  touch  the  heads  and  then  put 
their  fingers  into  their  mouths.  The  manu- 
facturers of  the  ointment  had  written  to  say 
that  a  mistake  must  have  been  made.  The 
dilute  standard  contained  2-5  per  cent,  of 
ammoniated  mercury,  whereas  the  jar  sent 
to  Mr.  Marlow  contained  only  0-73  per  cent. ; 
this  might  have  been  ordered  by  a  doctor 
for  a  special  prescription.  The  Stipendiary 
said  that  Mr.  Marlow  was  responsible  for 
what  happened  in  his  shop  but, '  having

MEDICINE  ADVERTISEMENTS 

The  Newspaper  Proprietors'  Association 
has  adopted  the  following  rules  to  control 
advertisements  of  proprietary  medicines : — 

1 .  No  advertisement  will  be  accepted  by 
the  newspapers  represented  in  the  N.P.A. 
which  offers  for  sale  to  the  public  any 
medicine  or  treatment  which  is  directly, 
or  by  implication,  held  out  in  terms  calcu- 
lated to  lead  to  the  belief  that  the  medicine 
is  effective  in — 

(a)  The  treatment  of  Bright's  disease, 
cancer,  tuberculosis  or  consumption,  diabetes, 
epilepsy,  fits,  locomotor  ataxy,  cataract, 
glaucoma,  disseminated  sclerosis,  osteo- 
arthritis,' spinal,  cerebral  and  venereal  dis- 
eases, lupus  or  paralysis,  or  for  preventing 
any  of  these  ailments',  or  for  producing  any 
beneficial  effect  with  respect  to  the  course  of 
any  of  those  ailments. 

(b)  For  the  cure  of  amenorrhcea,  hernia, 
blindness,  rheumatoid  arthritis,  or  any  struc- 
tural or  organic  ailment  of  the  auditory 
system. 

(c)  For  procuring  the  miscarriage  of  women. 

(d)  For  the  treatment  of  habits  associated 
with  sexual  indulgence  or  of  any  ailment 
associated  with  those  habits. 

2.  No  advertisement  will  be  accepted 
from  an  advertiser  who,  by  printed  matter, 
orally,  or  in  his  advertisement,  undertakes : 

(a)  To  diagnose  by  correspondence  diseased 
conditions  or  any  particular  diseased  condi- 
tions in  a  human  being,  or  to,  receive  from 
any  person  a  statement  of  his  or  any  other 
person's  symptoms  of  ill-health  with  a  view 
to  advising  as  to,  or  providing  for  the  treat- 
ment of  such  ill-health  by  correspondence, 
or — 

(b)  To  treat  by  correspondence  any  of  the. 
ailments  specified  in  section  1  above.  . 

3.  No  advertisement  will  be  inserted 
containing  a  testimonial  other  than  one 
limited  to  the  actual  views  of  the  writer, 
nor  any  testimonial  given  by  a  doctor  other 
than  a  recognised  British  medical  practi- 
tioner unless  it  is  manifest  that  the  writer 
is  not  a  British  doctor  of  medicine. 

4.  No  advertisement  will  be  accepted 
containing  illustrations  which  are  distorted 
or  exaggerated  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
convey  false  impressions. 

5.  No  advertisement  will  be  accepted 
which,  in  any  way,  may  lead  persons  to 
believe  that  the  product  recommended 
emanates  from  any  hospital  or  official 
source,  or  is  other  than  a  proprietary 
medicine  advertised  by  a  particular  manu- 
facturer for  the  purpose  specified,  unless 
the  advertising  agent  submitting  the  copy 
declares  that  the  authority  of  such  hospital 
or  official  source  had  been  duly  obtained. 
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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  in  London  on 
September  28  and  29,  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  in 
the  chair.  The  Chairman  presented  Mr. 
J.  Evans  with  the  past-chairman's  jewel, 
and  thanked  him  for  his  services  during 
his  term  of  office  as  chairman.  Mr.  Evans 
replied  thanking  the  Executive  for  the 
kindness  they  had  always  extended  to  him 
in  the  past  and,  on  account  of  his  retiring 
from  business,  he  tendered  his  resignation 
from  the  Executive,  in  accordance  with  the 
rules,  as  from  the  end  of  his  current  year 
of  membership.  This  was  received  with 
regret.  As  Mr.  Evans'  resignation  would 
become  effective  during  the  currency  of  the 
triennial  elections,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
vacancy  caused  thereby  should  be  filled  by 
election  in  the  normal  way.

"I  have  a  medicine  that  has  cured  the 
worst  of  pleurisies  .  .  .  it  is  a  powder  made 
of  three  acorns  and  two  peach  stones,  and 
take  as  much  of  it  as  will  lie  on  a  shilling 
in  a  proper  vehicle."  Bath  and  Tunbridge 
Wells  were  visited  from  time  to  time. 

Items  for  Servants 

The  servants  on  the  estate  were  gener- 
ously treated  in  sickness :  the  cost  of 
medicine  and  nursing  for  dependants  must 
have  amounted  to  a  considerable  sum 
annually.  In  October  1676,  for  example, 
"the  page"  was  doctored,  apparently  for  a 
decayed  tooth,  with  a  purging  apozem,  a 
cordial  powder  and  a  mouth  wash,  in 
addition  to  the  extraction  of  the  offending 
member,  at  a  total  cost  of  5s.  6d.  For 
March  3,  1675,  the  entries  include  : — 

Mr.  Kirk  breathing  a  vein    2s.  6d. 

Mr.  Nelson  breathing  a 

vein     .  .        .  .        .  .     2S.  6d. 

And   emplasters   to  his 

contusion       .  .  3s.  od. 

Bleeding  was  resorted  to  in  many  cases : 
under  the  date  November  21,  1678,  we 
read :  "  Item  letting  blood  a  distracted 
woman,  is."  The  distraction  was  possibly 
nothing  more  than  hysteria.  An  entry  in 
1676  relating  to  the  cure  of  a  stable  boy 
ends:  "Item  for  other  necessaries  and 
dressings,  my  lord's  pleasure."  It  looks  as 
if  a  final  decision  on  payment  in  such  cases 
was  left  to  the  Earl  or  his  steward.  A 
similar  instance  occurs  in  the  accounts  for 
1662.  A  man  named  Richard  Petty  was 
treated  for  smallpox  at  an  outlay  of 
£8  1 8s.  :  of  this  sum,  the  apothecary's  bill 
amounted  to  £2  10s.  6d.,  but  £2  7s.  was  in 
fact  paid,  with  the  remark  "to  the  apothe- 
cary upon  his  bill."  Why  the  3s.  6d.  was 
deducted  was  not  explained.  These  accounts 
were  kept,  so  far  as  can  be  judged  by  the 
quotations,  with  exactitude,  even  to  such 
small  items  as  "Betty  Buskin,  the  laundry 
maid,  a  vomit  is."  The,  generous  concep- 
tion of  an  employer's  relations  with  his 
staff  extended  to  funerals;  for  we  read 
that  at  the  burial  of  an  official  named  Dixy 
Taylor  rosemary  was  provided  to  sprinkle 
on  the  coffin,  and  the  mourners  were  allotted 
twenty-eight  gallons  of  claret  and  fourteen 
bottles  of  "  Canary. "

The  Doctors'  Decisions 

A  reader  of  the  Press  reports  of  the  British 
Medical  Association's  annual  conference 
might  well  have  thought  that  the  doctors 
were  repudiating  their  own  Planning  Com- 
mission. The  emphasis  seemed  to  be  (see 
C.  &>  D.,  October  2,  p.  334)  on  a  cautious 
extension  of  National  Health  Insurance, 
and  that  contingent  upon  a  satisfactory 
increase  in  capitation  fees,  instead  of  on  a 
"first-class  medical  service"  obtainable  by 
"every  individual  whatever  his  economic 
status,"  and  "a  desire  to  work  together  in 
groups"  as  envisaged  in  the  Commission's 
report.  Examination  of  the  full  report  of 
the  proceedings  showed  that  this  was  a  false 
picture.  The  conference  chairman  was  right 
to  point  out  at  the  final  session  that  the 
opposition  of  the  doctors  was  to  a  full-time 
salaried  service  and  not  to  a  State  medical 
service  as  such.  The  profession,  he  reminded 
the  public,  had  long  given  of  its  best  to 
National  Health  Service,  which  was  already 
a  State  service.  Further,  the  most  reaction- 
ary of  the  motions  put  forward  ("That  the 
representative  body  views  with  grave  appre- 
hension the  institution  of  a  comprehensive 
health  service  available  to  the  whole 
community,  etc.")  was  wisely  shelved  by 


the  conference  as  a  whole.  Public  opinion 
has  already  shown  that  it  believes  in  the 
possibility  of  a  comprehensive  health  ser- 
vice, and  intends  to  have  it,  although  it 
may  have  no  clear  ideas  as  to  how  such 
service  is  to  come  about. 

Corporate  Body  or  State  Department? 

A  much  truer  index  of  the  profession's 
attitude  to  the  problem  is  provided  by  the 
balanced  comment  made  by  the  Editor  of 
the  Association's  organ,  the  "British 
Medical  Journal"  (p.  425).  After  recording 
that  the  conference  had  come  down  on  the 
side  of  a  corporate  body  as  the  most 
promising  means  of  building  and  adminis- 
tering a  national  medical  service,  he 
reviewed  the  arguments  for  and  against 
corporate  bodies  and  Government  depart- 
ments. For  corporate  bodies,  the  virtues 
claimed  are  boldness,  originality,  efficiency 
and  flexibility,  and  the  claimants  charge 
Government  departments  with  lack  of 
initiative,  arrogance,  dilatoriness,  ignorance 
of  real  life,  complacency,  excessive  centrali- 
sation,, parsimony,  etc.  Protagonists  of  the 
State  department,  on  the  other  hand,  point 
out  the  powers  of  a  Minister  to  secure 
anyone  he  pleases  to  make  the  scheme 
successful,  and  his  free  choice  of  method, 
together  with,  of  course,  the  most  important 
item  of  all :  responsibility  of  the  Minister 
to  Parliament  and  thus  ultimately  to  the 
citizens  at  large.  They  charge  public 
corporations  with  a  tendency  (and  the 
ability)  to  ignore  or  resist  public  feeling, 
and  with  insulation  from  parliamentary 
control.  The  Editor  of  the  "  B.M.J. ,"  how- 
ever, sums  up  with  a  wisdom  which  is 
self-evident,  when  he  writes:  "The  truth 
is  probably  that  in  running  a  social  service 
far  more  depends  upon  the  personal  quali- 
ties of  the  administrators  and  far  less  upon 
the  mechanism  than  is  usually  admitted." 

Functions  of  a  Department  Today 

If  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  suspect  on 
the  score  of  the  personal  qualities  of  its 
administrators  it  has  only  its  own  slow- 
acting  and  unbending  record  to  blame.  Had 
it  shown  the  enterprise,  for  example,  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  which,  by  its  nutritional 
policy,  has  probably  had  a  greater  positive 
effect  upon  the  nation's  health  than  the 
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Health  Ministry  itself,  there  might  not  now 
have  been  the  same  opposition  to  ministerial 
control.  It  is  only  fair  to  point  out  that  the 
older  Ministry  was  built  up  on  a  conviction 
that  a  civil  service  department  was  purely 
administrative,  while  the  war  has  shown 
that  there  are  important  positive  and 
constructive  activities  in  which  such  a' 
department  may  engage.  As  it  is,  the 
medical  profession  seems  unlikely  to  revise 
its  recent  decisions  to  the  extent  of  accepting 
subordination  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Pharmacists'  Attitude 

For  pharmacists,  one  statement  made  at 
the  conference  reinforces  the  wisdom  of  their 
own  recent  policy.  This  was  the  chairman's 
remark  (to  the  mover  of  a  resolution  aimed 
at  postponing  consideration  of  the  council's 
recommendations  until  it  was  known  what 
proposals  would  appear  in  the  White  Paper) 
that  the  proposer  "had  not  learned  the 
strategy  of  war. ' '  The  first  need  in  war  was 
to  hold  the  initiative,  and  they  were  laying 
down  the  policy  they  wished  the  Ministry 
to  adopt.  It  had  come  "quite  as  a  shock" 
to  the  Ministry  that  the  medical  profession 
"had  ideas  of  its  own."  Pharmacy  also  has 
had  its  ideas  and  has  presented  them  to  the 
Ministry.  These  may  have  given  an  equal 
shock,  but  certainly  pharmacists  must  now 
press  for  the  recognition  of  their  case  so 
that  there  is  no  possibility  of  the  Depart- 
ment planning  in  ignorance  or  in  defiance 
of  pharmacists'  views.

"  Proprietary  "  Publicity 

The  London  morning  and  evening  and 
Sunday  newspapers,  represented  by  the 
Newspaper  Proprietors'  Association,  have 
adopted  and  put  into  operation  a  set  of 
rules  (see  p.  357)  to  control  the  quality 
and  character  of  advertisements  of  pro- 
prietary medicines.  In  some  respects  the 
code  of  conditions  governing  the  acceptance 
of  advertisements  was  hardly  necessary,  as 
the  advertising  of  proprietary  products  as 
remedies  for  certain  ailments  was  already 
illegal  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  1 94 1,  and  the  Venereal  Diseases  Act. 
The  controls  which  go  further  than  this 
have  also  been  the  subject  of  censorship 
by  the  Advertising  Association  for  some 
years  past  and  in  this  work  the  Proprietary 
Association  of  Great  Britain  has  played  a 
leading  part.  The  Newspaper  Society, 
which  represents  the  provincial  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers,  has  for  some  years 
co-operated  with  the  Advertising  Association 
in  the  control  of  proprietary  medicine 
advertisements.  , 

The  total  ban  on  "diagnosis-by-corre- 
spondence" advertisements  is  certainly  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  Rules  3,  4,  and 
5  are  all  related  and  aim  at  controlling 
advertisements  which  tend  to  mislead  by 
various  means,  chiefly  by  way  of  distortion 
of  fact  or  by  exaggeration.  In  addition  to 
conforming  to  the  rules  at  is  understood 
that  all  advertisements  of  new  proprietary 
medicines  will  be  submitted  to  medical 
scrutiny  and  the  product  to  chemical 
analysis,  if  such  actions  are  considered 
necessary  by  the  Newspaper  Proprietors' 
Association!  The  decisions  of  the  London 
daily  and  Sunday  national  newspapers  will 
be  approved  in  all  quarters  and  particularly 
by  the  makers  of  reputable  products. 

The  Rat  as  Test  Patient 

Discussing  the  value  of  the  rat  in  estimating 
the  toxicity  of  drugs  by  incorporating  them 
in  the  food  of  animals,  Anderson,  Henderson 
and  Chen  ("Journal  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,"  XXXII,  8, 
204)  list  the  obvious  advantages  as  being : 
1.  The  rat,  unlike  the  mouse,  does  not  as  a 
rule  waste  food :  any  decrease  in  the  food 
cup  can  thus  be  taken  as  consumed  by  the 
test  animal.  2.  Control  rats  on  standard 
diet  give  a  smooth  growth  curve.  (But  the 
food  must  be  palatable  or  the  rat  will  not 
eat  it).  3.  The  rat  can  stand  repeated 
bleeding.  4.  Pathological  lesions  can  be 
progressively  induced  where  a  drug  has 
deleterious  effects  on  organs  or  tissues.

recently  issued,  gives  the  number  of  pre- 
scription forms  (exclusive  of  the  prescrip- 
tions for  insulin)  priced  and  scrutinised  by 
the  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  fifty-four 
Insurance  Committees  in  Scotland  during 
the  year  as  3,078,793  (value  ^235,092).  This 
is  an  increase  of  232,712  forms  and  ^28,668 
on  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous 
year.  The  average  price  per  prescription 
form  was  i8-3d. — an  increase  of  o-9d.  over 
the  1941  figure.  This  increase  is  almost 
entirely  due  to  war-time  conditions,  and 
includes,  from  June  1,  a  war-time  addition 
of  one  penny  in  respect  of  each-prescription. 
The  average  prices  per  form  in  the  years 
1915,  1925,  and  1935  were  9"74d.,  i3-99d., 
and  1 3. 3 2d.  The  comparative  statement 
given  above  shows  the  number  and  value  of 
the  prescription  forms  dealt  with  on  behalf 
of  insurance  committees  and  certain  other 
public  bodies  in  1941  and  1942. 

Blackburn. — 21,693  prescriptions  were 
dispensed  in  the  Insurance  Committee's 
area  during  July  at  a  cost  of  ^1,093,  of 
which  ingredients  cost  ^615. 

Oldham. — Surprise  was  expressed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  local  Health  Committee  that 
so  few  people  had  taken  advantage  of  the 
scheme  for  the  free  supply  of  insulin.  In
